RESOLUTION 
Export Trade 

New. Ufilhi, the 9th July L 1949. 

No. 04*OW(84)/49. — The Government o I India have viewed with great com 
Jem the unfavourable balance of trade position of~lndia and have been consider* 
ing Wfixa^and means to achieve a balance between exports arid impotta, With 
this end in vfew they have decided that a committee should be appointed to 
make recommendations for stepping up exports with the following terms of 
reference : — 

(!) To make recommendations as to the measures to be adopted for step- 
ping up exports so as to achieve balanced trade, with particular 
reference do exports to hard currency countries. 

(2) To examine impediments in the way of increased exports particularly 
price, quality and licensing mechanism, aid to suggest what 
should be done to remedy the situation. 

(8) To make recommendations on any other matter relevant to the main 
subject of promotion of export tfade.
